The new hangar on the western side of the ZATEC-North (N 51/F 10) 
airfield was under roof on 14 December 1949. The walls, except 
for the gates, were completed.

4, The STANKOVICE (N 51/F 11) = BRVANY (N 51/F 21) road was blocked 
about 4 mile northeast of STANKOVICE on £1 December 1949. A 
railroad spur track from the east was under construction just 
South of BITOZEVES (N 51/F 11), ‘The track ran about 160 feet 
south of the POSTOLOPRTY (N 51/F 21) = CHOMUTOV (N 51/F 02) 
road as far as the STANKOVICE-BRVANY road. The construction 
equipment was hauled to the spot by a freight train, The in- 
coming rails, which were already spiked to the ties, were laid 
by means of 4@ crane, 
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Three 33-foot piles of wire mats, each mat about 10 meters 
square, were at the northeastern corner of the field. The 
mats were rresumably to serve in the construction of an 
energency runway or taxiway.
